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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose the claimed limitations, namely an enclosing device for a trailer hitch 
that has a top member with a hole receiving the bolt of the trailer hitch, a lip with a 
second hole in it that lines up with a hole on the lip of a bottom member that is pivotably 
hinged to the top member, wherein the top member and bottom member together 
completely enclose the trailer hitch bolt and the hinge, wherein the holes in the lips of 
the top and bottom member receive a lock.
